To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  : 

CENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  of  placing  before  you  my  Twentieth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1939,  along  with  the  Report  of  your  Sanitary  In- 
spector (Mr.  Hilsley) . 

Owing  to  the  prevailing  conditions,  both  Reports  are  ab- 
breviated, and  only  salient  facts  referred  to. 

POPULATION.  The  population  for  the  year  1939  as  given 
to  me  by  the  Registrar  General  is  13600,  being  a decrease  of  90 
on  the  previous  year.  This  figure  (13600)  I am  instructed  to  use 
for  estimating  the  Birth  Rate,  but  the  Death  Rate  is  estimated  from 
a smaller  population  of  13420. 

The  size  of  the  Sanitary  Area  is  4425  acres,  and  contains  3492 
houses,  showing  a census  of  3.8  per  house. 

During  the  year  38  new  houses  have  been  erected  and  in- 
habited, wholly  by  private  enterprise.

The  average  day's  rainfall  was  .076  inches.  The  wettest 
month  was  July,  and  the  driest  month  February.  There  was  rain  on 
138  days  during  the  year,  and  227  days  without  rain. 

OUT  “RELIEF  (from  Public  Assistance)  from  1st  April 
1939  to  31st  March  1940  was  £12686.5.8,  giving  a weekly  average 
of  persons  numbering  599. 

UNEMPLOYMENT.  The  average  number  of  unemployed 
during  the  year  was — 

Men  500  Women  46  wholly  unemployed 

Men  31  Women  11  partially  unemployed 
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BIRTH  RATE.  248  Live  births  were  registered  during 
1989  (118  males  eiiid  125  females),  8 of  the  females  being  illegiti- 
mate.  In  addition  to  the  Live  births,  there  were  11  Still  births. 

This  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  17.36,  and  Still  Births  .82. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1989  was  15.0  for 
Live  Births  and  .59  Still  Births. 


DEATH  RATE.  Total  deaths  during  the  year  were  188 
(78  males  and  65  females).  This  gives  a Death  Rate  of  10.28.  The 
Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.1. 

Of  the  total  deaths  in  this  area,  11  died  before  they  were  a 
year  old,  and  66  were  60  years  and  upwards. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY.  This  is  measured  by  the 
proportion  of  Deaths  under  1 year  to  1000  Registered  Births.  The 
total  Deaths  under  1 year  were  11,  and  total  Live  Births  243,  giving 
an  Infantile  Mortality  of  45. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  for  England  and  Wales  was  50. 


ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE.  The  deaths  from  the  seven 
principal  Zymotic  Diseases  (Small  Pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles, 
Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  Diarrhoea)  amount 
to  8,  giving  a Zymotic  Death  Rate  of  .22.

TUBERCULOSIS.  16  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  noti- 
fied during  the  ja^iar,  lU  being  Pulmonary  and  6 other  forms  of  the 
disease.  There  were  7 deaths  during  the  year.  All  the  cases  were 
notified  previous  to  death.  10  of  the  new  cases  were  sent  to  Sana- 
torium, 


The  Death  Rate  for  Tuberculosis  was  ,52, 


The  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  cases  were  sent  to  Isolation 
Hospital,  Both  diseases  have  passed  their  peak  and  are  now  de- 
creasing, The  cost  of  treatment  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  victims  for 
1958  days  v/as  £320/11/10,  and  the  Diphtheria  4308  days  was 
£838/2/7,  making  a total  expenditure  of  £1158/17/5, 


VACCINATION.  40  Primary  Vaccinations  were  done  dur- 
ing the  year,  showing  only  16  per  cent,  of  the  children  protected. 


CANCER.  11  deaths  from  Cancer  occurred  in  1939  (5  males 
and  6 females),  giving  a Death  Rate  of  ,80  per  1000,  The  parts  of 
the  body  chiefly  affected  were  the  stomach  and  bowel. 


HOUSING.  During  the  year,  38  new  houses  have  been 
erected  and  inhabited  wholly  by  private  enterprise.  My  council  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  had  under  consideration  a further  exten- 
sion of  building,  but  owing  to  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  Coun- 
try, the  scheme  is  in  abeyance.  The  Regulations,  especially  for  sex 
consideration,  call  for  more  accommodation. 


PRIVATE  STREETS.  Certain  streets  are  urgently  re- 
quiring attention,  but  these  are  also  left  in  abeyance  for  the  time 
being. 


SANITARY  WORK.  Our  Water  Supply  is  good  and 
ample.  The  cost  per  1000  gallons  was  20.8  pence.  All  the  houses  in 
the  district,  with  the  exception  of  one,  are  connected  with  the  Pub- 
lic Water  Supply. 

DRAINAGE.  The  Drainage  and  the  two  Sewage  Farms  are 
satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  Ackton  Wood  Pastures,  which  is 
in  abeyance. 
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SCAVENGING.  The  collection  and  disposal  of  House  Ref- 
use is  done  by  the  Council  workmen,  and  efficiently. 


During  the  year,  2874  loads  were  removed  to  the  Destructor 
Works,  and  2527  loads  to  Tips,  and  2831  loads  of  liquid  were  re- 
moved from  Cesspools  to  farm  land.  The  cost  of  collection  and  dis- 
posal for  the  year  1939  amounts  to  £4298/ 10/9. 


We  still  have  51  cesspools  in  this  area,  mostly  associated 
with  detached  houses  and  Ackton  Pastures.  The  cost  for  wages 
alone  in  giving  these  cesspools  attention  was  £274/18/11. 


We  have  at  present — 

2981  water  and  waste -water  closets 
30  pail  closets 
384  privies 


38  new  water  closets  have  been  provided  to  38  new  houses, 
and  3 additional  closets  to  old  property,  thus  giving  41  water  closets 
on  the  water  carriage  system.  On  the  water  carriage  system  at  pres- 
ent there  are  3032  houses,  giving  a percentage  of  86.8  in  this  area.

I would  seek  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  abbreviated  re- 
port of  Mr.  Hilsley,  which  is  herewith  attached,  and  to  Table  C 
prepared  by  him.  Mr.  Hilsley  leads  a very  full  life,  with  many 
claims  on  his  time.  He  is  a most  industrious  and  reliable  servant  to 
this  Council,  with  all  the  necessary  books  in  good  order  and  up-to- 
date. 


The  West  Riding  County  Council  are  the  supervising  author- 
ity for  Child  Welfare  Work  in  this  area. 


There  are  8 Centres  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  1 
Centre  for  Ante- Natal  Work,  and  1 Centre  for  Toddlers.  We  have 
2 Health  Visitors  and  3 Certified  Midwives  engaged  for  the  DiS“ 
trict. 


In  conclusion,  I earnestly  thank  all  the  members  of  my 
Council  for  their  kindly  support  on  all  occasions,  and  their  constant 
desire  to  do  what  is  necessary  to  further  the  health  of  the  com- 
munity.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  : 


GENTLEMEN, 


In  presenting  my  Thirteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Department  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1939,  I have,  in  accordance  with  instructions  received, 
curtailed  the  report,  and,  as  such,  it  should  be  regarded  as  an  in- 
terim report.  All  statistics  will  be  preserved  so  that  after  the  termi- 
nation of  the  war,  a report  covering  the  period  may  be  given. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION.  The  outbreak  of  hos- 
tilities has  curtailed  the  conversion  of  privy  closets,  and  the  sub- 
stitution of  dust  bins  for  dry  ashpits,  but  in  the  year  under  review, 
97  dry  ashpits  were  replaced  by  243  dust  bins. 


SCAVENGING.  Scavenging  is  still  done  by  direct  labour, 
but  owing  to  black-out  conditions,  all  the  work  is  done  by  day. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  AND  NUISANCES  DIS- 
COVERED. It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  pro- 
ceedings to  enforce  the  abatement  of  nuisances. 

HOUSING.  During  the  year,  38  new  houses  were  erected, 
all  by  private  enterprise.  73  houses  were  dealt  with  under  the 
Housing  Act  1936.  Of  these,  28  were  rendered  fit  after  service  of 
Informal  Notices;  30  Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  Section 
9,  and  5 Notices  under  Section  11. 


FOOD  SUPPLY-^ 

MILK,  There  was  no  change  in  the  number  of  cowkeepers 
in  the  district  during  the  year,  and  the  usual  routine  visits  were  paid 
to  the  farms. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.  The  centralising  of 
slaughtering  resulted  in  the  closing  of  the  slaughterhouses  in  your 
area  towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year.
